Building in the towns and country is} 


out of all proportion to the growth of 
population. Medicine Hat had a 400 
per cent. increase in 1912, Edmoriton 
adopted the pure iand value tax in 
1912. The figures for buildings were 
$10,250,562 for 1912 against $2,197,970 
for 1911, Towns of 80,000 inhabitants 
show as much progress in buildines 
and improvements as American cities 
of 200,000 population. The exemption 
from taxation of business has resulted 
In industries equipping and improving 
their plants to the highest degree. 
Stores are not afraid of being penal- 
ized for erecting commodious build- 
ings. It has also reduced the cost of 
doing business, thus affording an im- 
proved service for the same money 
to the consumer. While the towns 
will have to slacken this rate of 
growth, one fact seems to be indis- 
putable. It is that unwise taxation 
has been shown to have more effect 
in checking building, farm improve- 
ments, and business than is commonly 
supposed. And western Canada has 
proven that by not penalizing industry 
it can the better develop and the more 
effectually serve the people. The poor 
man who buys a lot in the United 
States and improves it finds himself 
confronted by an increased tax, In 
Western Canada this amount every 
year is saved. 

A single case will serve to show the 
meritorious effect of exempting stock 
and personal property in that section. 
A man owning 20,000 head of cattle in 
Canada told a= questioner that he 
would have been taxed one dollar a 
head or $20,000 in'an American state, 
That a, saving is;pffected to the con- 
sumer by untaxing ‘pusiness stock is 
clear, The situition — almost tempts 
one to say that the beneficence of ex- 
emption of industry has been proved. 
Terhaps its success may not be so 
marked in older and more staid com- 
munities, but no one can any longer 
‘afford to neglect a proposition that 
has beyond all question “made good” 
in the region where it has been tried.

TREATED IN POLICE 
CELLS OF THIS CITY 


To the Editor of the Capital: 


T read a lot about hardships and bad 
|treatment of prisoners in Siberia but 
|] never expected to find the same state 
of affairs in a civilized country in a 
great city like Edmonton. Twice dur- 
ing the week prisoners have escaped 
from the police cells. It is no wonder 
\the poor fellows wanted to get away 
iconsidering how they are treated down 
|there. I was arrested on the 12th of 
| January, on suspicion of theft, tried on 
tthe 20th, and the cuse dismissed. There 
j was absolutely no evidence, no proofs 
jand no reason for arresting me, but 
inevertheless I had to spend a week in 
;the cells and I am sure a murderer 
|would not have been treated worse. 
| There are three windows in the cells 
and the glasses are broken in each 
fone of them. And have been broken 
for the last two months. It means 
that you would not be any worse if 
‘you were sleeping on the sidewalk out- 
side, Half of the prisoners have to 
isleep on the concrete floor without 
pillows or covers of any kind; and the

Famous Brazeau Colleries Will 
Be Tapped by New 
Line, 
Interest much wider ‘than usually fol- 
lows the inauguration of a new branch 
line of railway, attends the announce- 


ment of the Canadian Northern that it 
will commence a train freight service 


shortly. The line is an,yextension from 
Saskatoon in Saskatchewan, across the 
most. productive portions of Saskatche- 
; Wan and Alberta to Calgary. East of 
Calgary it joints another C.N.R. line 
which cuts north through rich coal 
and agricultural areas to Edmonton the 
eapital of the province lying east of the 


Rockies. Portions of both lines have 
been in operation for some time, and 
rapid deveoplment of the whole area 


served has taken place. 

Speaking of the territory near Ed- 
monton, Mr, T. D. Green, Dominion 
land surveyor, stated a few days ago: 
“That besides probable oil and other 


mineral wealth there is to be found 
that rich coal area—the famous “Bra- 
zeau” fields, to which the Canadian 


Northern is now finishing its line.” 

Coal users of the cintinent will be 
surprised to know that in 1912 Alberta 
Surpassed British Columbia in point of 
coal production, mining 3,240,577 tons 
compared with 3,208,997.
